seats 
cleared 
Tuesday 
night by a straight party-line 
vote of 26-23, and was relayed 
to the House for final action. 


When the House convened to­ 
day after a week’s recess, the 
Senate bill was referred to the 
Elections 
and 
Apportionment 
Committee, which quickly clear­ 
ed it for floor action. The vote 
to report it out of committee 
was 12-7 along straight party 
lines, with Democrats objecting. 


Meanwhile, both the Republi­ 
can and Democratic House dele­ 
gations went into caucuses to 
discuss proposed new amend­ 
ments to the House bill which 
is on third reading and in posi­ 
tion for final passage. 


The House recessed until 1:30 
p.m. for the caucuses.

Tuesday 
night represented a hard-earned 
victory for the GOP for not only 
did the majority party have to 
contend with solid Democratic 
opposition, but had to convince 
some of its own members that 
the measure rated a “yea.”
